4. COMMENTS 

THE STEERING COMMITTEE HAS BEEN VERY 

CONCERNED WITH THE LACK OF COMMITMENT OF THE MEXICAN MILI- 
TARY AND THE ATTORNEY GENERAL S OFFICE TO THIS CAMPAIGN. 

AS WE ANTICIPATED LAST OCTOBER, GOM WOULD NOT BE READY 
TO COMMIT MANPOWER AND RESOURCES TO THE INTENSIFIDIED 
OPIUM ERADICATION CAMPAIGN UNTIL MID-JANUARY 1976. OUR 
PREDICTION SEEMS TO BE CORRECT. BASED ON THIS CONCERN, 

AMBASSADOR JOVA REQUESTED A MEETING WITH THE MEXICAN 
ATTORNEY OJEDA PAULLADA ON DECEMBER 23. 

UNFORTUNATELY, AT THE LAST MINUTE, THE ATTY GEN WAS 
CALLED BY THE PRESIDENT OF MEXICO FOR A CONFERENCE. 

HOWEVER, THE MEETING WAS STILL HELD, AND IN THE ABSENCE 
OF ATTY GEN, THE DEPUTY ATTN GEN ROSALF.S-MTR ANDA 
AND DR. GERTZ MANERO MET WITH AMBASSADOR JOVA. 

ALBERTI AND HEATH. WE DISCUSSED THE PROGRESS OF THE 
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CAMPAIGN POINTING OUT THE CONCERN OF WHAT SEEMED A LACK 
OF FULL COMMITMENT ON THE PART OF THE MEXICAN GOVERNMENT. 
DEPUTY ATTY GEN STATED THAT THEY WERE ALSO CONCERNED. 

BUT IT SHOULD NOTBE AN ALARMING SITUAION. 

THIS MEETING SERVED TO ACCELERATE THE PRESSURE ON THE 
ATTY GENERAL'S OFFICE ON BEHALF OF THE UNITED STATES. 

IN ADDITION, SEVERAL DISCUSSIONS HAD BEEN HAD BETWEEN 
DR. GERTZ, AND DRD HEATH. CONCERNING THE PROGRESS OF HIS 
CAMPAIGN. MUCH OF THE DIALOGUE OF THESE DISCUSSIONS 
WE ARE SURE HAVE REACHED THE ATTY GEN. WHICH EMPHASISES 
USG'S CONCERN OF THE PROBLEM. 

IT SHOULD BE MENTIONED THAT AT THIS POINT THE 
MEXICAN POSITION IS THAT THEY ARE NOT BEING SUPPLIED 
WITH THE MATERAIL NEEDED, I.E., SPRAYING EQUIPMENT, 

FAST ENOUGH TO PUT IT IN OPERATION. THEY CONTINUE 
TO COMPLAIN ABOUT THE NEED OF SPARE EQUIPMENT. MAPS,

MARKET FOR AVAILABILITY OF HELICOPTER PILOTS. ALL
